November 2019 Building Inspection Services Report 
For the month of November the Building Division of the Public Works & Development 

Department issued 50 permits and performed 136 inspections in Cottage Grove. In Creswell 12 

permits were issued and 38 inspections were performed. In Veneta, 14 permits were issued and 

63 inspections were performed. Staff reviewed and approved 22 plan sets in October and an 

additional 6 plan sets are in review or on hold for additional information. 

 

City wide Leaf Pickup Update 
Utility crews continue to remove leaf piles throughout the City and will until all the piles are 

picked up. Property owners can continue to place leaves in the approved locations until 

December 15th. Crews plan on completing the removal of leaves by December 20th.  

 

Plastics Take Back Program 
This week Shauna Neigh and David Gardiepy, Cottage Grove Master Recycler and Plastics 

Collectors, took 400 pounds of recyclable plastic to Lane County for recycling. Shauna and 

David collect plastic during Farmers Market Events. This brings the total of plastic collected this 

year to just under 800 pounds. The community plastics collection will continue through 

December during the Farmers Market.  

 

City Christmas Trees 
A big thank you goes out to Stuart Stevenson for donating both the 25 foot tall Christmas tree for 

All-America City Park and the 12 foot tall tree at City Hall. The City Maintenance spent this past 

week decorating the tree at All-America City Park in preparation for Saturday's Tree Lighting. 

The Youth Advisory Council (YAC) decorated the tree at City Hall Monday evening. Everything
